Dear Brother Llewellyn and 
All the Church of God Family: 
God is faithful, Hallelujah! 

The saints are rallying. Glory 

and victory is sure. Praise God 

forever! 

I tell you there are no people 
like the Church of God people 
after you get them awake. Bless 
the Lord forever! There are 
great things ahead for us here 
in China if WE EACH AND 
EVERY .ONE.DO OUR PART. 
I can’t do my part unless you do 
yours and the Chinese workers 
can’t do their part unless | do 
mine. Remember that great 
issues some times bring on small 
things. Solet us not despise 
the aay of small things. 

Some years ago I was helping 
in a prohibition campaign (be- 
iore I knew anything about Pen- 
tecost or the Churcn of God) 
and became discouraged and 
decided to quit suddenly. The 
speaker who had finished her 
talk arose to her feet and told a 
little incident, something like 
this, “Once a very beautiful and 
costly piece of cloth was being 
woven for a garment for the 
king. There was a little blue 
thread which was only caught 
in occasionally and it was so fine 
that it could scarcely be seen, 
so the little blue thread felt its 
‘position so insignificant that 
it decided to drop out. When 
the cloth was finished and in- 
spected; behold, one part of it 
was very beautiful but the other 
part was ruined because the 
little blue thread had failed to 
do its part.” 

Dear ones, it was that after- 
noon ih May, 1907, that I con- 
secrated myself to God to be the 
little blue thread. It has often 
meant much and at times it 
seemed that I was merely stand- 
ing in the gap as it were, never- 
theless, if there ever were a time 
when we should all learn a les- 
son from the little blue thread, 
it is NOW. Remember once the 
battle was lost for the want of 
a nail for the horse’s shoe, You 
may be the very one God wants 
to supply the- nail. ° 

We are in a great battle and 
God is going to give us COM- 
PLETE victory but I see no 
promises for those who are in- 
different and do nothing. 

It is wonderful what the 
Church of God people can do 
when: they quit talking hard 
times and put their shoulders to 
the wheel. You know when I 

was home that I urged the saints 
to quit saying, Our people . are 
poor. God says in the last days

So you see, dear 
ones, we are not poor. Our peo- 
ple have a mind to work and 
with our great united effort we 
ean and will move mountains in- 
to the sea. By His grace we shall.

May God richly 
bless and and reward you a 
thousand fold. A careful record 
is kept of each amount received, 
with the name and address of 
the sender and you will be read- 
ing our reports in the Evangel 
from time to time as we send 
them to headquarters. We en-. 
deavor to carefully use all mon- 
ey coming through our hands 
for the mission cause realizing 
that we must give an account 
to God for it and precious souls 
over here. 


December and January were 
about the most discouraging 
months we have spent in China. 
We thought Oetober and Novem- 
ber were hard but, before the 
first of December the enemy 
seemed to bring up his big’ guns 
and turned them loose on us. 
He opened fire upon us from 
every quarter.

He wrote us such an enceurag- 
ing letter. It was like Michael 
coming to Daniel. Our hearts 
were truly humble and melted 
before God with a wonderful 
sense of our unworthiness and 
gratitude to Him who had not 
left us alone. but even when we 
did not know it (as our Evangels 
were real late getting here and 
as usually a month old when we 
get them at any time) He had 
notified His Church of more 
than twenty thousand members 
and they were praying and work- 
ing for us over here, even while 
we were asleep (we have night 
while you have day). Dear ones, 
you *can imagine how we 
thanked God and took courage.

Brother Ma was asked to 
preach for about a week in a 
Pentecostal mission recently 
which I have longed believed 
would become Church of God 
when we get enough mission- 
aries to man the field.

There was much 
confession of sin, precious heal- 
ings and three were filled with 
the Holy Ghost just like souls 
are back in America. They want 
Brother Ma to pastor the work 
but he can’t leave where he is. 
Our workers are too scarce to 
even take care of what we al- 
ready have to say nothing of 
taking over new fields.”

(Continued from last week) 
REW ARDS 


We will now consider the third and 
last division of our subject. Our Text 
Says, “In as much as ye know your 
labor is not in vain in the Lord.” 
There is nothing more certain in 
God’s Word tham the fact that God 
rewards faithful service. 

There is nothing so condusive to 
Christian activity as the though of 
being rewarded for the service ren- 
dered. This is true in every walk of 
life. The farmer toils on day after 
day, winter, spring, and summer with 
practically no daily remuneration. 
From where or what does he get his 
inspiration? The only answer is the 
hope of reward at the end of the year. 
And so with every other vocation of 
life the hope of reward is the one 
thing that keeps things going. Ask 
the business world, the merchant, the 
banker, the manufacturer, the miner, 


the railroader, the politician, the  in- 
structor, etc., why they toil on day 
after day, month after month, © and 


year after year with such determina- 
tion amd zeal? The only answer that 
can be given is the hope of reward. 
So it is with the cnild of God. He 
spends a long life of toil and hard- 
ships. Upon his shoulders are heavy 
burdens: he daily meets with = ob- 
stacles that appear insurmountable, 
but he toils on not even complaining 
of his lot in life. And often instead 
of friends to encourage him in his 
struggles, he receives criticism and 
persecution. Many times instead of 
meeting with success in his efforts to 
serve his God he meets with seeming 
defeat. He undertakes to influence his 
family, his friends, and others to live 
a Christian life; but his advice and 
council are ignored and often he is 
ridiculed for his effort. 

“O, humble toiler in the vineyard of 
your God! Why do you continue your 
course? Why not turn aside and en- 
joy the pleasures of the world? Why 
not join in with the men of the world 
and live a life of ease and comfort?” 

I hear him answer, “Yes, I know I 
could pursue a course like that and 
have ease, comfort and pleasure in 
this life but I have a little Book that 
tells me that this is not the only life 


I am to live, that beyond this brief 
life there is a life that never ends. 
This Book tells me not to lay up 


treasures here in this world where 
thieves often break through and take 
your treasures from you; but it tells 
me that if I lay up treasures in heav- 
en I may enjoy them through all 
eternity. 

“It also tells me I am to lose this 
life if I shall gain the life to come, 
and in as much as this life is to pass 
away, and the other is-toendure ‘for- 
ever, I prefer to sacrifice the pleasures 
and comforts of this life for the life 
to come. I am atso told that I nrust 
not even love 6r desire the things 
of this world lest I lose interest in 
the things pertaining to the world to 
come.” 

“Yes, but you are so queer, so Un- 
like other people, till they shun you. 
O! you seem so-lonely, if you could 
leave off some of your peculiar ways 
you could have many friends amd a 
good time in the social world.” 

“Yes, but my little Book tells ‘me 
that I must not seek the friendship 
of the world. If I do | will be the 
enemy of the ruler of the next world,

We are so glad that the Chureh ot 
God is established on the island. We 
firmly believe that the Church of God 
is going to rise higher and snine 
brighter and that many souls will 
awake and arise and shine with her 
and be ready for the coming of our 
Lord. 

There are but three Churenes of 
God on the island. These are good 
strong lively churches. Each church 
has a good Sunday school. There are 
but three natives and one foreign 
worker here. 

There are great opportunities and 
fine prospects for any who wani to 
come here and work. 


Most of the people are very poor 
and need the true gospel preached to 
them and we believe many will yield 
up when the true light shines. 

Most all people, men, women and 
children go barefooted the year round 
and come to meeting and Sunday 
school the same way. * ae 

We have no musical instruments in 
the churches but the saints are good 
singers and they are great on clap- 
ping their hands. So we have very 
good music after all. 


We have seven or eight services 
per week. They had a baptismal ser- 
vice Sunday morning. They gathered 
at the church about four o’clock sang 
and prayed until about daybreak then 
started for the river, a distance of 
wkcut one and = three-fourths miles 
down over the rocky road, most of 
them barefooted, singing most all the 
way. We came yo the river soon 
after sunrise. 

There ‘were Quite «4 congregation 
“athered at the river. Several were 
baptized. Thenafew short talks and 
we all started back up the mountain 
again for the tabernacle where we had 
a midday service. 

Most all the saints pay tithes and 
trust the Lord for the healing of their 
bodies. 


There is a custom here among cer- 


»| fain people that when one of. their 


friends die they gather at the home 
and sing ail night. Then on _ the 
ninth night they gather again and sing 
all the night through or till the break 
of day. I have heard them and I 
thought it was the most beautiful 
singing that I ever heard. 

It is a great sight to see the hun- 
dreds of people going to market here 
on Saturdays. They go on foot, car- 
rying big trays filled with vegetables. 
fruit, etc., on their backs. Women will 
walk for several miles carrying loads 
in this way. 

We are cut off considerabiy from the 
world and Churches of God on this 
island, so the Evangel is quite a wel- 
come visitor here. : 

Yes, I am safe here but it looks as 
though I ran some risk on the way. 
But I put my trust in the Lord. Any- 


better to trust in the Lord-than to 
put confidence in man.” 

Yes, safe here. This is a land of 
health, high mountains, deep valleys, 
rivers, brooks, vegetables and. fruit. 
Not much wealth but poverty. No 
wild animals, no snakes, not many 
clouds but lots of sunshine. There are 
no buggies, carts or wagons here but 
plenty of donkeys to carry_the loads. 
1 am here to stay until the Lord says 
return to America. 


I want to thank the dear saints in 
the state of Florida for the love and 
kind care bestowed to me during the 
two years that | traveled over the 
state in Sunday school work. Trust- 
ing the precious seed sown there will 
bring forth the fruits ef righteousness 
in eternity. I also send greetings to 
the saints in and around Cleveland 
Tenn., where 1 worked in the Master’s 
vineyard several years. 

In conclusion I will say to all readérs 
of the Evangel, the Church of God is 
the only true Church. As she rises 
and shines brighter we hope. many 
will see the light and walk and tive 
therein for their own good and safety 
and for the glory of God. 

Let us be ready for the Lord’s com- 
ing and help to get as many ready 
as possible.

Oh, how we have piayed, fasted and 
held on to.God crying and pleading 
for Him to stir the Church of God. 
She is yet asleep after all the stirring 
Sister Rushin did while at home. 


Dear ones, Sister Rushin has not yet 
had any rest from her long term of 
Mission work in China. It makes 
one’s heart ache to hear her teil about 
her experiences in America. She was 
on trains at all hours, day and night, 
in strange cities and no one to meet 
her aiid no place to go with ner two 
babies’ and koy (Roy was a great 


help; the Lord bless him), and then | 


their baggage. How that poor woman 
suffered, God only knows. 

Every one who heard her preach and 
tell the conditions over here in Chinu 
Ought to pray aud give as never be 
fore. While she was in America she 
did ‘not receive enough contributions 
to pay her expenses from place to 
place. And when it came time for 
her to return to China Brother Rushin 
borrowed the money for her to come 
home on. 


Sister Rushin suffered so much 
when she came to the Wimaumi camp 
meeting, where I met her and received 
my call for Chima. There was 
mo place to receive her, our only 
missionary to China, on her first 
furlough home but the old dormitory, 
with only straw mattresses on the 
floor. There was ouly one real bed 
which she took for herself and babies 
but as it belonged to some one else 
she had-to give it up and put her 
babies on the floor. It was different 
for Florida babies who were used to 
the climate, but those little ones of 
her’s coming from Georgia and Tennes- 
see right down to the heat, mosqui- 
toes, gnats and sore eyes. Those of you 
who met Sister Rushin there or aiter- 
wards know about the children’s 
sore eyes and the sores on Joel’s 
legs and Sister Rushin had them, 
too. For two days after the camp 
meeting _closed little Joel could 
not see out of his eyes. When at last 
he could ‘just peep through his partly 
opened lids he exclaimed with joy, 
“Oh, I can see mama.” Ifa child ever 
loved his mother, Joel does. It was 
good that Sister Rushin got a place to 
room and board in a few days and 
then she had things a little better. if 
she had stayed in that dormitory she 
would have surely lost her darling 
baby girl. Little Deborah and Joel, 
the prophetess and-prophet, are the 
sunshine of the home. Joel talks so 
sweetly of Jesus and can tell the story 
of Jonah, Sampson and others. He 
often talks of heaven and wants to go 
to be with Jesus. 


For months after Sister Rushin left 
Florida and even after arriving in 
China, Joel, and his mother suffered 
with those sores. Sister Rushin had one 
on a finger of her right hand. It 
pained her so to write letters and wash 
the babies’ clothes and she had to do 
both. The nail came off and is just 
now fully grown out. Little Joel’s eyes 
have been left very weak. 

This is just a littie. of. what Sister 
Rushin suffered in getting one mission- 
ary in all the Churches of God in 
Florida or from any other state. She 
said to me one day, when I had read a 
certain letter from mama in which’ 
she said that my papa wasn’t wTifing 
for me to come to China until he 
heard Sister Rushin the second time, 
“Well, I should have thought he 
would have been farther away from it 
as I told about the harder times last.” 
Later she said, “I see now why I had 
to stay in Wimauma and suffer those 
two weeks. I had thought, why didnt 
I plan to stap a few days and go on. 
But I see it took all that on my part 
to get your father willing for you to 
come. 

And another thougnt of, my own, 
dear saints, had I only heard Sister 
Rushin and talked with her once I 
would not have been so anxious to go 
or would I have pushed right ahead 
amidst opposition and lack of sufficient 
funds at the outset, with the faith that 
brought me to-China when Sister 
Rushin came.in-August. It was quick 
work when I think of it. I was illa 
month which interfered greatly with 
my plans, but in ten days from the 
time the Lord gave me my_ strength 
I was on the train leaving all my own

than ordinary praying to reach heaven. 

When Sister Rushin and I unite in 
prayer to make our requests known 
unto God the devil unites with a 
legion of demons to try to hinder our 
prayers from reaching the throne. 
Once they get there he tries to hinder 
the answers in getting back to us. 

If all the saints at home are praying 
for us it is too strong for the enemy 
and he has to go. But let the saints 
at home forget they have any mission- 
aries in China and the devil won’t beat 
around the bush but he comes right 
out shaking his black flag and trying 
to defeat the Church of God in China. 

Hold on a minute there! Doesn’t the 
Bible say, “Upon this rock I will build 
my Church and the gates of hell shall 
not prevail against it?” Who said the 
devil was going to defeat the Church 
of God in China? 

Well, now who is going to save 
China from the bondage which his 
Satanic power has held this poor peo 
ple, these three thousand years of her 
existence? 

Who said “Go ye into all the 
world”, “And, lo, I am with you al- 
way even unto the end?” Who but 
the divine head of the Church of God, 
just before she was established? Who 
said, “How shall he go- except he 
be sent?” And now if sent how shall 
he preach except he be supported and 
enabled to learn the language? 

Some poor Pentecostal people say, 
“Why nét let them seek the Lord for 
the gift of tongues.” If that were all 
a missionary in China had to work 
with, as much as we have the Holy 
Ghost and His gifts and graces, he 
couldn’t do very much in China. The 
language isn’t all we have to know 
in China. It takes years to know the 
Chinese. 

One particularly honest Chinese said 
to Sister Rushin, “You don’t know the 
ruined Chinese heart.” It takes more 
than education, orphanages, Sunday 
schools and churches to make the 
Chinese fit to enter heaven. It takes 
the power of Almighty God and the 
precious blood of the lamb that was 
slain for sinners to make them clean. 
It takes the baptism of the Holy Ghost 
to keep them and to guide them into 
all truth. It takes the Church of God 
to keep them in the straight and nar- 
row way that leads from death unto 
life. 

O saints, I am glad 1 am in China 
tonight. The enemy me, have all 
his guns turned on us But we have 
victory and are above fire. , 

Our letters of distress have reached 
headquarters and they are praying for 
us. The enemy is being routed and 
God is fighting our battles for us. 

We know we haven't been alone in 
our suffering. The dear Church of 
God at home has been suffering, too. 
Tut we must not count the cost for 
we realize His coming is near at hand. 

It seems that we have been wasting 

time over here but we have been hold- 
ing on and we are going to win by 
ihe grace of God. Hallelujah! 
The work of the Church of God in 
China is in danger. We cannot tell 
what. a day may bring forth. If we 
lose Hsueipei we lose Jong Lei; too, 
and all that section of the country. 
Some of the Christians may stand 
true, though the property goes into 
other hands. 

If we lose Tsinanfu, we shall have 
to begin work all over again. But, 
saints, we can’t give up all that work, 
the product of years of toil, prayers, 
tears and hard earned money which 
has been sacrificed! 

Everything we have done since 
coming to China has been done on 
borrowed money. We must pay that 
back before we can go on. 

And there is Hsueipei with her debt 
of fifteen hundred dollars. And you 








whom I call the dearest on earth to 
me to answer the call of a gospel hun- 
gry demon bound land. 

Saints, the Chinese are so poor and 
their homes if they have any with the 
exception of the rich, officials and 
highly educated gentleman, are made 

- of the poorest material, mudbricks or 
mud plaster over cornstaik shelters. 
They have no fires in their homes ex- 
cept for cooking and they burn dry 
grass which they gather from the road- 
side or rake up in the fields after the 
crops are gathered. The fine bits of 
charcoal ashes are carefully kept and 
when freezing cold a.small bow] full is 
lighted which gives-enough heat to 
warm their hands. As the weather 
turns colder the Chinese put on more 
clothes. Their winter garments. are 
padded with cotton. The higher classes 
wear fur lined garments and some of 
them silk. The poor beggars have no 
heavier clothes to put on. How they
